Columbia, Mo., June 5.—Mouldy lit­ 


ter in poultry houses and mouldy feed 


are the cause of a large number of 


deaths among poultry and 
particu­ 


lar, y among chicks. 
These moulds 


taken into the body of the fowl cause 


a disease known as aspergillosis. The 


disease is as fatal 
as 
the 
name 
sounds. 
Our scientists have neglect 
ed to find a shorter name for the dis­ 
ease, but among poultrymen chicks 
affected with the trouble are com­ 
monly spoken of as “lungers.” Many 
times the disease is 
mistaken 
for 
white diarrhea. 
The Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture, in its investiga­ 
tion of poultry diseases, notes the 
following 
characteristic 
symptoms; 
The chick stands around in a drowsy 
manner and show’s little desire to 
eat. The wings hang down, the breath 
is rapid and a white diarrhea is pres­ 
ent. 
An affected chick will be found to 
have soft, yellow growths from the 
size of a pin head to that of a pea 
mainly in the lungs, but someti*- 
in 
the 
intestines 
and 
mesentery. 
These growths, clogging the air pas­ 
sages of the lungs, are directly re­ 
sponsible for the death of affected 
birds. 
In m ature fowls 
there 
are 
twc 
forms of the disease. 
The mucous 
membrane lining the 
air-sacs 
and 
rubes may be covered with a mem­ 
branous formation which is soft and 
yellowish and has an offensive odor. 
or the post-mortem will reveal white 
or yellowish nodules imbedded in the 
tissues of the lungs. 
Early symptoms are that the biri7 
is inactive, sleepy and if forced to 
run. will fall from exhaustion; breath­ 
ing is rapid, appetite is diminished 
and more or lesa catarrh is present. 
There is no cure for the trouble 
but since it is 
caused 
by 
eating 
mouldy feed or by being permitted 
access to mouldy litter, it can be en­ 
tirely prevented by not compelling 
fowls to eat mouldy feed and by keep 
ing them away from mouldy litter. 
This is just one of the many poul 
;tgy troubles that 
can 
be 
entirely 
avoided by feeding nothing but fresh 
clean feed and keeping the pens and 
yards free from filth and moulds.

They may 
he in the hot store for another week 
before being shipped to a near by 
centralizing point. 
Here they are 
candled and all bad eggs are thrown 
ort. 
In July and August 
about 50 per

The grocery man is paid for onlv the I 
rood eggs. 
Hence, if half his eggs j 
are bad the price for the shipment is j 
only half what it 
would 
have been 
for good eggs. He must cut the price 
to the farmer accordingly. 
Infertile eggs can not be incubat­ 
ed. They will keep almost indefinite­ 
ly if properly handled. If the rooster 
is kept from the hens the eggs will 
he infertile. About 75 per cent of the 
loss from m arketing bad eggs in the 
summer season is due to fertile egg?. 
or, iriS other words, to the rooster. 
The rest of the loss is due to dirty 
eyes. cracked eggs and small eggs.
